DEPENDENCE: ECONOMIC DISPARITY AND NEOCOLONIALISM 

It is a sad and seemingly impossible fact: 1/4 of the world’s population lives in first world nations, 
yet consume 3/4 of the world s goods. And an even sadder statistic lies in the future if population 
growth m third world nations continues as it has been: 4/5 of the world’s people will livein a third 
world nation, and consume a mere 1/6 of the world’s goods by the year 2000. Obviosly, a major 
economic disparity between first and third world nations exists. 

Idealistically, if the annual world product of 20 trillion dollars was equally divided each 
person would receive 3,600 dollars a year. Realistically, 25% of the countries are in such a state 
that people survive on 700 dollars a year. One billion people struggle with 370 dollars a year 420 

million people live, just barely, on 75 cents a day. y 

th . v ^, H ° We 0 V n« econom ic figures don’t begin to reveal the gross amount of human suffering that 
they cause. 20% of the children that populate sub-Saharan Africa die before the age that most 
American children begin kindergarten. 5. Adults and children alike in these impoverished regions 
are inflicted with diarrhea, hunger-related diseases, cholera, typhoid fever, dysentary, and water 
and sanitation diseases. And, quite sadly, one of the newer, unbeatable epidemics, AIDS is 
spreading rapidly, due to overcrowding and the lack of health care and education. 

Often, citizens of first world nations feel sorry for these poverty stricken people. Many 
organizations and movements have been erected to alleviate starvation and disease in the third 
world^ What these citizens fail to realize is that these people’s situation isn’t only the result of 
drought and crop failure, but the result of colonialism undertaken during the 15th and 16th century 
by European nations. It is a modem manifestation of the destructive path of colonialism whose 
impacts are yet to cease. 

From the time of colonialization up until the second World War. European mother countries 
still supported their colonies, through trade and economic aid. Things changed after the war. 
European nations, depleted from the war, could no longer maintain their colonies. Thus the 
co omes were given their independence. However it was an independence recognizable only in 
political rhetonc and theory. The colonies were still intimately bound to their first world nations

I’ve been into this for over six years, and a lot has changed in this 
“movement.” I mean, at one time Woodbridge was a huge chunk 
of the D.C. straight edge scene and now there are only about ten 
kids who care about it. 

I guess what I’m trying to get at is I don’t know what this 
is about anymore. I’ve seen so many kids come and go. I’ve 
seen so many kids that think straight edge is the most important 
thing since running shoes. But I really doubt all the “I’m 
committed for life” kids care about this “movement” any more than 
our youth crew heros thought they did. And in a few years there 
will be a whole new resurrection of bands and zines that truly feel 
the pain inside this time. That will make so many more promises, 
and will care about even more fashion, and will have even more 
vegetarian recipes, and will hate even more kids that let them 
down.
